wasatout i:77.yeeresbelbrc thebitthofChrift. Where- 
upon the Romanes^ccniidering of all theft their exploits^ 
and perceiuing that the puiilanceof the Carthaginiatn 
was very great, and that they held not onely the :%cea^' 
teft and tcft part of Africke , wh\c\\ tVvci Vcsà. Sâoàîû^ 
•by force €f Armes ^^ but alfo n^aivj ^ck^^v^^ ^^^^^*^ 
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with fiindry Iflcs in the Sea, round about Sardinia & Italy, 
thej did very wifely imagine, that this neighbourhood of 
thtirs would proue very dangerous & perillous vnto them, 
if they (hould üniChand goe tliroughwith the conqaeftof 
all Sicily. For this cauie they tooke luch good order in proi* 
uidiiig for their aflfaires^as they brought the Carthaginiani 
to this extremities that they had no more in their pofleílion 
íaue theTownc of Erix : the which ^y^milcar Bétrcyn^ the 
fzthtvof Hamubai» did defend againS them mod valiantly 
foraIongtifne,anddid therein maruellous deeds of armes.

within fliort time after,with the whole cilate of Cardhage^ 
was ouerthf owne & brought to nought,as is well knowne 
▼nto all men. And io by this meanes were the Romans ea- 
(ed and deliuered, enioying peace and quictnefle, and the 
Carthaginians vndone, defcated^arkl ííibdued : and their 
eftate (which had beene fb famous and renowned) was vt- 
(crly ruinated and brought vnder the power and puiiTaace 
of dieir enemies. 

Xerxes Kingof Perfia feeing himfelfe in a miferable e- 
ftate^and bethinking how he might deliuer and rayfè him- 
felfe vp againe, he madechoyfe of certaine of his feruants^ 
fit forthe execution of his intended purpofe, and them hee 
fent into Euirope with ftore of money,, to corrupt the Ora- 
tors of the Townes and Commonwealths of Greece i and 
hauing corrupted them of Athens and of Thebes,hee made 
tíiem to rile in armes, and to mike warre vpon the Spar- 
tans.^ Bj this nkanes Greece being fet in trouble a^d £"£<- v^^^osie» 
fciKÍÓn,íent for-^^î^W(whô hàuvn^«x)î^^x.x!VKsR,^^^^ x^'^ ^ 
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a great part of the Empire of Períia) and being willed ta. 
come home, was enforced to quit and abandon the lamet 
for the reljfuing of his Countrej from thoie troubles 
wherewith it was entangled. And becaufe the Money of 
Períia had an Archer engrauen on the one fide thereof, the 
ñmttAgefiléím had aiàying. That ten thouíand Archers 
had driuen him out of Aiia,and had becne the caule to make 
faim loofè a moil ftately and puiflant Empire.

and Leagaeof Ámitie with Char/emaigne Kipg of France, 
at Gidi time as he law himfelfe hardly beftead by the Sax. 
ons Sc Engli(h,who then pofletTed the better part of Great 
Brittaine, which within a few yeeres after was called by 
one ondy name,England. The other Kings, the (ucceflbrs 
ofChariemaigrte^conRdcring that this peace and amitié was 
more nece(£ie for them, as being more to their profit and 
aduantage,then it was to the Scots thcmielues, who fought 
it,they haue cóntinued^he (ame euen till this day, and oy 
meancs thereof haue oftentimes conftrayncd the Enelifh* 
men,when they haue beene in warres & enmity with them, 
to retire and withdraw themfelues out of France: and many 
times alio they haue kept them ^bufied in their own coun- 
trey,that they haue had enough to do to defend themfehies» 
Anid ^ey haue taken from them both the defire & the means 
Êjatmx to paife into flrange & foreine Nations : yea,there hive bin 
Sl"u ^^^ ^i^*^ French kings,who haue giuen to the Scot,to this 
end and purpofë,mofe thea 5 oooû0.Crownes;which was 
as much in moft da/çs then (hauing regard to the chariot 
and difference ofthe tiin€$)as two millions are « this day. ' 
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I wíñ omit many other Hiftoríes , which make notably 
to this our purpoÊ^ becauíe I know well that the(e are fuf- 
ficient to (hew how greatly it conccmeth and iinporteth 
the Proteftant Princes » and moft Chrifti^n King ot France 
tofree^oar ielfe from the encoabrance of this burthen 
now laid vpon you, and to (end a good armie inco Spaine: 
foras much as by (iich a voyage, well handled and to good 
purpofe, dependethboth the iafetyof your ielues, and the 
ruine of your enemy . If y ou malee warre vpon your enemy 
within Spaine, hee (hall be competed to call home all his

treate the grand mailer of Maltha to (end him che Gallies 
appertaining to the knights of the Religion. Which had 
been done if the French Gentlemen,which were of the or- 
der,had not oppo(èd themíelues againft it.He cau(ed in all 
hafte the Forces which hee had in Brittainc: to paiTeinto 
Spainetand there is no doubt but hee had likewiie called • 
home all thole which he had in other countries, if the Eng* 
li(h had remained there any longer tí me. You (ee then(moft 
excellent Princes ) that by pamng into Spaine , you may 
withdraw from oucr your heads the fword of the Caftilian 
and deliuer your country from his prqud yokeand tyranny* 
But you will (ay :the encmyhath great and puiifant forces^ . 
and a gjreat number ofold and expert (buldiers; by who&

tified by art and the ii.dultrie of man, you (hall defend and 
keepe them with a very fmall charge,and much moreeafily 
then the enemy doth kccpc BUna in Brittaine : andthoiè 
will ferue you tor fiirc places of retrait. 

Thiidlv,in Spaine there are many nations which do hate 
the Caftilian exti cmely : for that they haue bcene tyrznnu 
zed^eitherby himiilfe, orbvhispredccciTors : andthefc 
f when they (hall iee themfelucs aided and afliilcd in good 
camèft, and to purpoie ) for the great deiire which they 
haue to be at libertie , will loone take armes againll ú\t e- 
nemie. 

' Fourthly, thoic Souldiers which are out of Spaine being 
called bacice by their Lord and mailer, cannot arriue there 
within foure moneths at the iboneft , and within two 
moncths may you arme and furnifh fit and ready for the 
warres, all thofe of the countrey which will take vour part. 
For this is moil certaine,that thç very Climate of the coun- 
tpey doth helpeand lude to make them able and aéliue. I

If Don Antonio king .of Portugal! were liuing , hee 
CQuld witneflc ^ how after that the enemie was entrcd in- 
tQ Portugal! with a hugearmie, and had taken Lisbon^ hee 
being tKcn in tbetowneof Badaios, man/ Lords of Caftile 
did oiF^^rhim to haue entrance into the (âyd towne,anddid 
prdmiie him all their beft aide and aíliñance to feize vpoa 
the enemie himielfe. The which the faid Prince could not 
tfk^ nor put in execution; for that within few day es after 
hcwasdiipodelTedofalltherealme in thccitit of fnerto 
of PortugalL Hecould alfo certifie vs , how that feeing in 
theiç parts many great Lords of Caftile did (end vnto 
. him^ofiring him their ieniice and adiftance, in cale that he 
would ftt foot in Portugal! ; the which matter he commu- 
nicated (if I bee not deceiued ) to the king and principal!

Nçu€rtheleflc,the beft iudgement and conicfturc thereof, 
that can be made by circumlîances and cuident proofes,is, 
that theyaredefcendcd of the Vandals, of the Iewcs,and 
of the Moores ; and their Language is in a manner all one 
with, that of the Moores, and their pronunciation is all 
one,or much alike. Thereof it commcth, that the Caftilli. 
ans being in the countrey of the Saracens,or of the Turkes, 
they doe loone and very eafily denic the Chriftian Faith, 
anddoetujne altogether Turke an4 Infidell. True it is^ 
that tlje Pf inees, great Lords, and Hij9s 4r ey^lgo, are cxi , 
traded eyther from the Gothes>orfrom;the ancient. Spa-, 
niards,which inhabited the mount;aifies and the countries 
of Leon,and of Ouiedo,and the Prouinoe of Galitia, with- 
in which is cncloicd the ancient Portugal!, {orjefi^^to in 
the.lâniç-^ace laí^ l?cforç recir.ed\ fayth , that tbcie two 
Nations doehaiç c^^' other moft extfcamely ; and;Hee 
fctceth do vvnç qnc notable vntruth,tp wit, That tí&c hatred tBc vntrmh-

The hatred of die 
Caftillians is £> certaine againft the Pommais , diat ft it 
vfiially ipoken in mannerof aprouerbe^That iincc the bat* 
taile of ty/lijkano Aht Caftillians would ncucr íMfcr any to 
preach vpon the Fryday, in the firft wcckc of tent ; on 
which day the Church rfeth to fing that part of the Cot 
tfatdu f « pell, where it is hra^LoHejoxr emmies : and therefore dicy 
iudgc the Portugais to be like thcmfelücs,and they eftccme 
them to be of the (ame nature and dilpofition as they are. 
Both the one and the others hatred may well be fccne bv 
that which ¿hdrles the fift fiid one day to the ColoneU 
Ferráu, a Portugall, who in the warres betwcene the fiiyd 
Emperoiu: and FrAncis the fir ft, King of France, did llcruc 
on the French partie againft the Imperialifts.

much as to thinke of them. The Empereur making fcm-» ^ * ^* 
blance as though this anfwere did content him/dtd em- 
brace him many times and often : but hee iudged of the 
Portugall as his affeâion led him, for hee had enough of 
the bloud of a Caftillian by his mothers fide,to make him 
to hate him : A httle Leani», &c. And thus may you fee 
the vntruch of Cone^4gio : His Hiftorie is well written, . 
and iaa good ilyle, but mod faliè,and full of pa(lion> for 
hee both reprehcndcth and iniuricth all thoic of whom hee 
ipcaketh j yea,cusn KingTW/i^ himfelfe, in whole fauour 
hee wrote it: and for this cauie principally it was forbid- 
den in Portugall. Butjeauing Conefiagio.novi that wehauc

King ; and by whoie couniaile and aduertiiements, a cer- 
taine great and excellent ieruitor of the eilate, and of the 
King Don Antenie, had his life preiërued, befides certaine 
other Gentlemen,his countrefmen. 

Who tooke the Ship called the Rcuenge , belonging to xhe taking 
the Queene of England ? euen Den Lmes Centipnea Lord the Reucop 
of Portugall i who before time had beene moft true and •* Englaoé. 
faithfuUto his Countrey; and for the defence of his King^ 
fighting againil the Duke de %y4lua » had receiued many 
mortall wounds in the battaile o(zyilc4ntara,ûiQ fame day 
that LisboujWas lofl> which was in the yeere i 580. and 
the2 6.ofÀaguft, , 

And for the more diílinól and cleare demonftration cf 
the truth of this matter, I will recite rnto you a mod true 
Hiftorie. 

In the yeere 1 5 8^. "Den AnthePiie ,King of Portugall^ac 
companicd with the Engliflunen and Hollanders, made a 
Voyage into PortugalLand cailing anchor in the Hauen of 
Penicha,they of the Caille began to play with their Ordi- 
nance vpon the armie : but the Captaine of the Caille,^»- 
thonio de Aranio,^ Portngall,being afcertained that the king 
DonAnthemo was in that armie, he forbad the Cannoniers 
to (hoot any more, and cauicd a white Eniigne tp be put - 
forth ; vpon fight whcvcofyDen Am homo commanded that 
euery man Ihould goe on (hore.and take their way towards 
the Towne : the which they did, not without feme refi- 
{lance made by certaine companies of Caûillians, who in 
the end were forced to retyre, with the lolfeof fomeof 
their people. The firft that arriucd to the Townç,was the 
County of Effex,a Prince of the bloud Ro^aXloi'^Tv^T^à^ 
and one that was adorned with manv moia^N^ixxx» AVc^ 
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Lord commingto ipcake with the Captainc of the Caftlc, 
wjhichwas vpon the Wall, one of his companii? fayd : My 
Xord. the Earle of Effex is come hither by the commande- 
ment of the Queenc of England, in whofc name hce com- 
mandeth to hauc the Caftle rendred vnto him. The Cap- 
tainc anfwercd him ; T^hilif King of Caftile hath commit- 
ted the keeping of this CalUe vnto mc, and for ihe fame I 
haue done him homage 2 in regard whereof, I will defend 
it againftall thole that Ihall fecketodilpoffcflc me of it;and 
I will not yeeld it vp to any perfon, iauc to the King ^oh 
^nthonio, becauièhis it is, and I acknowledge him one]/ 
for my King and Lord : and if he be not in this armie, as 
hath been told me that he is,I would aduiiè that euery man 
doe retyrc himfelfcjOtherwife I Ihall caufe you all to loofe 
your Hues. Vpon this word^the Countic of Eflex retyred 
hiinfçlfe to the Sea fide, and there went to moete him,the 
Lords Scifio de Figueyredo VafcoHcei^s^ late Goucmbur of 
the Terceras, and <i/f»/A<^ffy¿^ Brito Ftmemtll, and other 
Gentlemen Portugais of the Kings trayne; who vndcrftan- 
ding by the Count the fpeech of the Captaine,went on di.* 
reôly to the Cafláe,and alTured the Captaine,that the King 
Don Anthonio.ihcix Lord,was come thither. Within a while 
after the King arriuing there,and calling the Captaine,who 
knew him by his Îpeedï,hee made him this anfwerc : Sir,I 
come to open the gates vnto your Maieflie, The port being 
opened,he kneeled dowfie before the King, and kiifîng his 
fht ycelding hands,deliuered him the Keyes of the Caftle.This is moil 
>f the CaftU true,that if he would haue held good,the Englifli armie had

flied and pronided of artillerie,and all things neceflarie : for 
befides gfeat iiorejpf Iron peeces,there were 8 5.of Braflè. 
All theft examples doe mew cuidently, how faithfuU the 
Portugais are to them, to whom they haue once promilcd 
and plighted their faith and fidelitie. And for as liiuch as r 
know that your Maiefties haue conceiuedan opinion of me

By that h hich hath beene iayd , it appeareth clcarely, 
that the Reâlme of Caftile > in lellè then 258. yeareshath 
beene tyrannized tbure times, and that of Leon thrice, 
and all the other Realmes and Scij^niories likewiiè, wJbich 
are dependants of the iamerthe which the king 7/^/^ po£ 
ièiTeth euen at this preiênt d^y by a moft vniuft, wrongful] 
and tyrannicall title. 

This alio is one thing worthy to bee marked, and(which 
may beieene by thehifiories both of the iame authours, 
and of diuers others ) namely, th¿ t when there hath hap- 
pened any dificronce or diiâgtecment vpon the âyd ûic 
ceílion^ they which h^ue betne in poíTcíIion, haue aL 
togethcrprcuaykd, ard made their title, eucn by the 
right of thofc very parties v hem they haue difpoflei&d: 
which is the gieatc it tyranny that can bee. And that this 
may the better be pciaiud, 1 will «Hedge onely two ex.

and tyrannic : but this good workcoi^ht to bee impu.

See , I pray you , and confidcr 
Vf eU 9 how hee hath extended Eleligion in Afirique : hee

in Monafteries • True it is , that oííbine ofthem they did 
pat out the eyes , and afterwards , íome Princes did 
c^ufethem to be put to death lecretly in priibn : butas for' 
the gallowes , andiuch like infamous deaths , they knew 
not what it meant » iaue onely iince the reigne of his Ma- 
ic;flie,that willbeheld for ü> great and ibgood a Catholike. 
And I formy partdo belceue • that he h no Icfls : and yet I 
know heis but a very bad Chriflrian ; for I make no doubt 
bpthe beleeueth all that which tlie holy Catholike^ Apofto-

this, I doe allure you eucn in the faith of anhoneft iiiaii,thac 
if there were no other vices \p the peiibn of King Fbiiif 
ñmc onc)y thcfe t wo,to wit, tyranny and cnielty , and if hee 
wereatruecbittueroftheuftoftheLawandfaitbCathok- 
like , I would excuie ycuof your blirdnctreand inuc^gie- 
ment : but you may hold this for a certafnty^thar his abho- 
minable workes willproue anymanwhcmtocuertobcan 
egregious Iyer , that iliall be (b hardy as to defend that hce 
Í5 no iuch manner of man. For thiscncmy and gcnersdlper- 
iccuter^ vnder thç doake and íhadow ot a Cathohkc^kath 
done more miichiefe , arul committed moreiniblenciesa- 
gainft the Churdi of Rome , then all the other periLcuters 
that cuer went before him. Will you (ce the proofehow 
you are abiiied , and hew bad and vile a Chriftianbec is I 
Open your eye liddes, and you (hall iec how hebcwrayeth 
ir,euen as if a man (hould with his finger pointât it. In the 
y cere 1575, this King Catholike being aduertifed diat the 
late tj^onjieur did maJke great preparation to enter with a 
itiighty Army in^o Haunders, hee b^antie very fccretJj to 
(bund certaitie of the principall Lords and chide heads of 
the pretended reformed Religion , within the*Prouinoes of 
Languedoc, Foix, Bearne, Bigorre, and of the Countrey di 
U Sbrt , ncere to Guipu(cua, ouer againft Fontaraby , ' to 
know if they would vnder his protection defend their li- 
berty ,protnifing them, that hewpuid cauiean Army of AJ- 
P^K * ^^t^ maincs to deicend againft the moft Chriftian King , and 
irp\o tîfoic of ^^^^ hce would giuc.thcm fine hundred thou(ànd crownes 
the reformed y^crcly tothat eftftjandfortheentertainementofthcMi- 
Kcligion, CO nifters of their Churdhçs : beating into their eares, andmai^ 
make warrc King thei^ï bdçcuc, that the enterprifeo^ Maunders, whick ' 
lY^c^Frcndi ^^^ Dukc of Alanfon had vndertaken , did not tend to any ' 
King, ^ "^ other end, but oncly to entrap , and to make another niuü& ' 

ftae of them , as had lately beene dont vnder the King: - 
(p&ârlcs the ninth his brother ^wVvctvx:\\c\-otà áe l«?NwtNf w 
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tiken^and the Lord de luêy was {>u( to death betip^eene two 
Titles, with many other Lords and Gentlemen* He had 
tlic better meanes and opportunity to treat with the laid 
Churches, by reaibn there were many Cadiohkôs mingled 
^mot^dthe Huguenots : allofwhidhdidgouemeyandde- 
meane themiêluesacœrding to the conuentionsand agree- 
ments made betweene them : and a great Lord of France, 
and the Lord %!H9H9^ieur dt ChdfiiUion , howbeit that af- 
* terwards this vnion was broken. Some of their chiefe heads 
did gitíe eare vnto thoie perfwaiios of /'¿fA/^inlômucb that 
these were great preparations made fer a ftrong & mighty 
"ivaire againft them, which iucceeded not loog after, when 
Brooage was takea.Be(ides,the (aid Lords and heads of the 
reformed Religion, with feme of tlicir Miniders, being ea- 
tied into a great iealoufie of the moft Chriftian King now 
raigning, (who was then Kingof Nauarre) and of the late 
M^nJicHr the Prince of Condy, they reíbluedíecretly with<» 
in the Towne of Montaaban^to call in ftrangers of their Re>? 
ligion to be their Proteâovrs and defenders. And to that 
e&¿^>they ienc one of their Miniftersinto Almaine/eining 
that they &nt him vnto the pretended reformed Church of 
Metz. Notwithitanding the matter was difcouered by one 
of the principal! Lords, newly dfáwne tobe pf their Relu 
gion, who had taken great indignation againft á Minifter of 
nis owne, and becauiè hce had been an affiftant at the fame 
Conncell, he thoug|it he had beene of the fame minde alio : 
and did ^refore reproue him,íaying: that he greatly mar. 
uelled how he could fuffer iiich a quill to be thru ft through 
his noie, without laughing at it. Butthe Minifter exculed 
himièlfc, alluring him that he knew nothing of that matter. 
But that was an occafion , that the pra¿eiíe brake off : be* 
fides, that they were not well agreed amongft thcmfclues, 
whom they ihould chooic to bee their chiefe and prote. 
¿lour; iomeof them defired the Duke C4/îWi>r.- others 
Vould haue England;, and (bme others the Duke of Sauoy: 
who aiJ that time did not know anv ù^Tv%^xiîi^'^^ 
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whidi pa(Ted betweene him and the Mniifters. Bat after 
that , at ikch time as the young Duke ( now preicntly ru- 
lingjcame to iucceed his Father, he being aduertifed there- 
of ient vnto the King of Nauarre , to demaund the Lady 
his fifter for his wife : one named Scruin was difpatched as 
the mcflèngertothateffjâ^and after hima Viicount % who 
fteing great diiiculty in the demaund,went by Beame into 
Spaine* where he treated the mariage of the Infant D.Ka^ 
tíiríne , at this day DutcheiTe of Sauoy : which mariage 
Don tyirnddU the baftard brother of the iaid Dulce after* 
wards effe£led. This mariage came well toj>urpx>fe for 
^hilif , becauie by this meanes hee allured himielre of the 
Duke,thathe ihoiud attempt nothing in Portugall : where 
he knew full wcll,that after the death of King Hemj, there 
was great diuifion amongft the Portugais , for that fi>me 
would haue had the Lady Katherine Dutclklfe of Bragan* 
cía: others the Lord i^c» e^;7r¿0iff0 .* and in a manner all 
well neere not liking to haue any of thofe which were na- 
med , would haue had the laid Duke of Sauoy y being the- 
Graund-childe of a Daughter of Portugall, who(as the re«' 
port is ) if hee had gone thither during the inter-raigne in 
Portugall, at the time of that diffention, andby rcafon of 
their vnuallingnelfe to admit the one or the other of thole 
aboue named, he had without doubt beene receiued of all 
the Portugais. 

To proceede , and to Ihe w you yet more plainely what 

manner pf man this is, for whole loue you doe euen fireke 

yourowne deftruâion,and in whofeferuice you areib fbr^ 

ward and ío diligent: I will adde here Ibmewhat more tou- 

dîing this matter, for it is not poffible tovtterallthatmay 

be fpokcn to that cffeft. It is not long iince,that for to fof- 

low the fteppes of fome other good and godly Çatholikcs 

as himlelie is , he rendered the City oF Arzile to tJfifêley

St to be giuen our, iaying : That it was a IcfTe mifchiefe to The mf 
.tender it without hazarding the liuesand goods of the In- why Phil 
.habitants/ then by keeping it, to put them all in daungcr. rcnár^ t 
But therein hee abufed rhem nioft malicioufly, for the true j^'JJ^^ 
caujie why this good Catholikc rendered tins City of Chri- ^^^^ *^ 
.flians vnto the Moores, was becauie he had promifed it vn- 
to their King, vpon condition he ihould not lend two hun- 
- dred thouiand Crownes to *D9n eyiffthêniê his coufin ger- 
man, King of Portugall, The which (umme the Moore htad 
before promiied to lend him at the interceíGon of England : 
and for this reaibn had the ikid Don jimhonio icnt his fonne 
Sm (hriftopher to' Maroccoto be there in hoilagefor^ 
ùià fiimme of money, who remained there by the Ipace o( 
foure yeeres. You fee now what a good and Catholike 
Chriftian deede this man did > whom you doe fi> defend ibr 
a mod: (ingular Chriftian and Catholike , who to hinder a 
icing, a farre better Catholike then himjlelfe, from recoue. 
ring of his owne, doth not oncly tyrannically detaine ano- 
diers right, but doth make it away from Chriftians,to giue 
. it vnto 1 nfidels. What aniwer doe you make hereunto i I 
make your ielues the ludges : wherefore then will you not 
acknowledge the irrekgion of this man, to whom you are 
£> afièâionate > and the great malice and penierfeneâe of 
{um,whom you loue Co weu ? Confíder and know,that yon 
are taken and bound with a grofle chaine : and thatdbifué Pfiilm€4'i 
^ijfuminuocdt : Onedepth calleth another* And I lay to 
yeu, one fault draweth on an hundred thouiàad after it. 
Of the maintaining and defending of an euill and wic- 
ked man , enfiieth commonly a finifter and peruerië 
lodgement of them which are good. This was well (bene 
to be true and verified in the life time of ^on ty4ntho^ 
^9, and is yet ftill euen at this day. It is a Ihame to 
heate fibe abhominations wVvvcVvTOfc SajoR^xt^^^ ^ '^fi. 
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pretended King Cadiolike haue heretofore ipokenand gL 
ucn out^and doc not yet cèafê to ipeake of this poore Prince 
deceaièd^ Some call him rebelL others terme him a runai- 
gate,andafbgititte frpm place to place^nd from Coontrcjr 
to Countrey a and lome others call him a ¿ditious péríba^ 
an enemy ^ Chriftendome^ an Infidell, and an hereticke.' 
Cm there be any thing more grieuous, more íeníible, more 
vniuft,and more vn worthy of a Chriftian ? How dare you 
(againft all Lawcs both diuine and humane J hjndk and 
vie to ill, a Prince , the tonne of the greateft Prince of lus 
age:the graand-child of that great ¿«i^/y/if/, from whom 
the Princes of Europe doc glory to draw their dcfecnt and 
original!: a Prince iore prefled and turmoyled with affliâL 
ons > trouble and perplexity, lie hath well fliewed euen 
inhis exile and baniifament^ that he was a better Catholike 
then yeur Phtlip his coudn : leife ambitious,without chol« 
ler^withouthatred^and iull of charity. For if he would haue 
beene content to rccouer fiis Rcalme of Portugall , with 
more honourable meanes then your tvrant hath tyrannized 
ouer it f and doth yet tyrannoufly dttaine it , hce might 
well haue done it. It he would haue accorded,that the Ens- 
iiíií fhould haue had exerciie of their Religion in PortueaS, 
onely within their owne Houies and lockings, t|ieEarTe of 
Leiceftcr (whom (bme call the Count of Left) would haue 
Tndertakento (et him agairiein poil^ffion of hisRealmes 
and Seigniories. In the yeere one thouiànd fîue hundról 
eighty nine , when hee palied into Portugall with the Eng* 
liin, amongft other Articles of agreement madebetweene 
them , there was no other thing granted nor yeelded vnto 
theip , but onely a licence or liberty for them to Hue in Por. 
tagall , without being bound or compelled by the Ecclc>- 
fiadicall Prelates , to repaire to the Churches to the (eruice 
and exerciie of the Catholikes. And in the fame man* 
aer , as the Queene of England did then «ntertaine the 
ûraungCTS Catholickes , inhabiting within her Realme of 
England / msti ÍQ did hec accord atÀ oi^a^ma^"^^ 
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fingUih ITiould flndc the like vlage and entertâincmcnt in 
Porcugall. And it may be. thtt if he would haue enlarged 
their libertie in this reípeé^ the Engli(h would againe haue 
enfbrcedtheir aboadc in that Gountrejr. But he prooeeded 
lb like a Catholicke with them, that they had a kinde oTdi. 
fttuft^and tooke occafion to íuípeft him« The king of Ma- 
ro€XX> at this day now raigning, f of whom wee haue kitely 
^ken^Îènt an Embafladour into England , to intreat him, 
touchij^ the deliuering of Portugall from her tyranny : of- 
fering .him tomakepreicnt payment of loo thouiand 
Crownes at London , for the prouyding of i oo (àyle ^ 
4hipps to pafle into Bárbary , from whence he promifèd to 
emoarke^and to palie with him in perfeii^and al/b to iet at 
liberty about ieuen or eight thou&nd |Portugalls> whom 
he held in captiuity , and which were good fouldiers, and 
with them and the principal! horie of Barbary,to take land 
and ict foote in Spaine , and to put bim in poQèiIion of his 
Realme: Bat Dçn ayimhoniê wontà not accept thole his of- 
fers y becaufe hee would giue no occafion to the Moores ^ 
fnamtly thofe Moores that are baptized and liue as Chri- fha eaufe w 
ftians in Arragon, Valentia,Murcia, andother quarters of Doo Amhc 
Spaine > where the Mooredidaflfure himielfeto finde 60 niorcfaftdi 
thoufand m^n at his deBotion)there to rebelLand to worke «"«^"^f*^ 
the milcry and calamity of the Chriftians. This was a more í^^^^c" 
daungerous matter , and would haue beene more burthen- 
feme and chargeable to King Pbilif , then to the Yixn^TDon 
uínth$moyVíiúi whome AíhUj Hamet deiircd to haue made 
a peace very beneâciàll and aduantageoíis to the Realmes 
of PortugaU : but 1>9n ^nthnh refulcd all, oncly mopued 
thereunto of a godly Catholicke zealc. Now fhcw mc (my 
Ma(lers)where or when your I>(m Philip eaer did as mi di: 
He hath made great promifes to 2)#« tyinthcrtio^ to the in- 
tent he might oiuiê him to renounce his right^which he haâ 
in Porttigall,by reafi>n of his eleâion % He oâered to make 
him Viceroy of Naples , with 40 o thoufand Crownes of Ofkn «f k 
yearefyfent;, andthecoll«iQtvoCtbRoftcm^sMU«^^ 
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of that kingdomcMoreruer he. would hiuegiocn hun ;c« 
thoüíand Crowncs to pay his debts , and to ¿idny the 
charge ofgoing to take that Gouernemcntvpon hita: And 
that hee would bee bound to reftoreall thoiè Portugais to 
their former eftates , whoie goodshe had taken and con. 
üícatcd for following of his partie. And that fiee would 
aduiunce ard recom pence luch as did íerue and attend 
him a¿i^ually : and that he would pardon all in general! . 
Whcreunto Don fyimhêm» made him this aunfwcr: God 
pc* n"i •■ defend that he fhould commit lb great a fault : and that he 

•îmfercnce. ^^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ ^^ *" hofpitall , then to doc a thing Co hai- 
nous , wi^cd,vniuft,andag^infthisconicience, for that 
the lawes had ttffht him thus much , that he might not 
Contran for that which appertained to another. For,when 
he was chofcn at Sautaren , he had then iv\ome>and after- 
wards againe at Lisbon f when he was confirmed King by 
the deputies of the cities apd townes of Portugall , which 
came thither to take their<oath for their allégeance, and to 
doe him homage jthat he ihould neuer accord nor fall to 
any agreement with the enemy , without leauing Portu- 
gall in her full and perfe£l libertie. T his may ferue to-ihew 

how much better a Catholike , andhow leilè ambitious the 
King Dm tyinthonio was then King Fhtltf . And as tou- 
ching his choller and his hatred or charitie , that may ap. 
peare by this which followeth , in that there haue beene 
many men who haue oftentimes oflered to ^^n tyintBêniê 
tokiil Philip : ncuerthcleflfe he would neuer giue them any 
iloft chrifiian entertainment , allcdging that Kings are the annoynted of 
beaches «f ^he Lord : and aldiough (^quoth he J my coufín King Philip 
S. Aiihonio. blinded by ambition and tyrannie,do perfccute me, and do 
fceke to take my life from me, yet will not I be content nor 
conlcnt for all that,that any man for the louc of me, íhcüid 
attempt to take his life. And wholbeuer (hall dare or ad- 
uenture to do it, let him looke tohimielfe that become not 
into my hands.For though his Cms do ib blind and bewitch

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yet I for my part do proteft before God,to flievv my felfc a 
2)4ii/W towards him. A certaine manoaa day demaunding 
of him a fauour for tliC good newes which hee brought him 
f for he had alTared him that King Philip wasdcad^heaun- 
(vvered him halfc in choller; My good friend, doeft thou not 
know who it is of whom thou ipeakeft vnto mc ? hec is my 
coufin germane , bring me newes that J hauc eight or ten 
. thouiand faithfull men,and well armed with good and fige 
Captaines , and all things neccifary to reftore Portugall to 
Iibertie,and fproraifc thee in the word of an honeft man,to 
make thee ib rich and ib honourable in my Realme , as no 
Gentleman fliall go beyond thec:go,go,learne to know the 
diipofition of Pr inces.No w my mafters,what thinke you of 
thciè examples? do you now fee what reafbn I haueto lay, 
that the King Don Ahí homo was more Gatholike, and leflfe 
ambitious then the king Philip ^Sc that he was a man with- 
out choller& hatred,but con trarywiic full of charity?! pray 
youthecefbre for the loue of God,that from henceforth you 
would relbbeyour Îèlues, with a (bund and vncorrupted 
judgement, & apure confcience, and without any inueigle- 
ment or indifcrcet 2eaJe,to embrace the good, and to reicft 
the euill* I f he be diíhoneft,Iuxurious & licentious, I fay no- 
thir^ in that bthalfe : for that is not the butt or ende of our 
treatiie: and I beleeuc,that the Prince of Orange in his A- 
pplogie, hathCiid ibmething touching that matter: and the 
infamous rumour and deteftable report which hath runne, 
and doth ret runne throughout the world, docth fiy much 
to that cflfeft.God giuc him the grace to know himfelfe,and 
to conuert , and to render to euery man his owne before hi^ 
death, better then he hath reftored that which fas is repor- 
ted) his father at the howcr of his death commaunded him' 
to render and to reilore againe. 

" Now , moft humbly I befeech your Maieftics to hold me

Hi- 
fiories do ftic w vs, how £gbert t valiant and magnanimous « l l¡^ 
Prince, being chofcn king of the realmcof Weft Saxons in v^eft5a^ 
great Brittainc (which Kcabne contained the prouinces of jq EngUotf^ 
Comewall, Dtuon^ Sommerfet, Wikihirc, Dorlctiliire. 
Hampihire, and Barkelhire: andtruíling vpon his skill and 
knowledge in the art military , whidi hee had learned in 
Fra unce vnder CharUmatgn^^ where he had bcene baniihed 
for many y ears,he reiblued to make himfelfe King & Lord 
cf all great Brittaine, Icauing Scotland apart • And begin* 
ninp his enterpriiê,he ñrft íiuxlued the prouince of Wues^ 
which is the ftrongeft of all the reft. After which he wanne 
theRealmesofKent^ Mercia, Northumberland^ and the 
Hcahneof the Eaft Saxons, called Eflèx : hauing gotten this S^S S 
prouince, ztA thofe fourc realmcs , Egbert iceing himfidfe « NodUfe 
now lord of fiue « and that there now refted rx> more to 
conquer but the Realme of Sufifex , fo called of the South 
Saxons,and that of the Eaft Saxons » called Eaft Anglian 
wJK>fe forces he made vo great reckenir.g. And bethinking 
with himielie how he m^t ailure and kcure theíe domini*. 
ons and Seigniories vtKo himfelfe, he determined nor one- 
ly to rdote out and extinguifti the name and memary c^the 
Brictaines the ancient inhabitant^of that lie, but aUo gaine 
the good wiUes uià a&âions of his iiibirâs > by a new 
name,and fi> by that oieanes to draw vntahimlcUè the reii. 
due which remained y et vnconquercd. Tothisefièft and 
purpofe he ordained and appointed , and by a perpetual! 
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ed¡¿l commaunded, that from that day forwards all 
thoie (euen Redimes íhould bee named by one onely name 
EnglancL: and that all the inhabitants (houldname them^* 
iêlues Englííhmen . And by this meanes hee came readily 
and fully to the ende of his deiire. In imitation of this 5^-
